ADDIS ABABA, April 30.—(UP) 
The Ethiopian imperial government 
evacuated Addis Ababa tonight when 
panting runners and refugee foreign 
Red Cross workers arrived to report 
Italian camp fires twinkling behind the 
hills ringing the capital. 

Utmost confusion prevailed here. 

With invading blackshirt troops 


sweeping triumphantly across the rich 
|Debra Birhan plain, a tri-motored Ca- 
| proni bombing plane machine-gunned 
the Addis Ababa airdrome at Akaki. 
| Anti-aireraft guns fired at the Italian 


plane. 

All available men in Addis Ababa 
were rushed into the mountains be- 
tween the capital and Debra Birhan 
in preparation for a last, desperate 
effort to stem the Italian advance.. 
But their movements resulted in even 
greater confusion, for Emperor Haile 
Selassie, maintaining his field head- 
“quarters in nearby bills, ordered trapps 
going forward to fall back. 

Submission Ordered. 

Hie majesty ordered 3,000 of his 
own men back of Addis Ababa not 
to fight for possession of the city. 
He hoped for a bloodless occupation. 
| Resistance, he feared, might cost the 
lives of many noncombatants and en- 
danger foreigners.

Smith Offers Bill Similar to 
Present Cotton Legis- 
lation. ' 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(P)— 
A government grading and price re- 
porting service for cottonseed and cot- 
tonseed products would be established 
under a bill introduced today by Sena- 
tor Ellison D. Smith, of South Car- 
olina. 

Smith also introduced a measure 
to extend and broaten the 1927 act 
establishing suen a service for cotton. 
The biii would authorize the Agricul- 
ture Department to extend the grade 
and staple reporting service: to com- 
munities specifically requesting it. 

In addition, collection and dissemi- 
nation of coiton price information 
would be authorized. 

Under the cottonseed grading pro- 
posal, an official grading system would 
be established. Gins and mills might 
choose whether to buy and sell on of- 
ficial grades, but would be required 
to furnish information on the prices 
and grades of the seed they handle. 

Smith said broadening of the cotton 
classification act to provide for dissem- 
ination of price information would be 
“one of the most forward-looking steps 
in the recent history of cotton in this 
country.” 

He declared it would enable produc- 
ers “to bargain for the true value of 
their crop.” 

Such a‘ proposal, he said, has been

Veteran Officer Accepted

WASHINGTON, April 30.—(/?)— 
Colonel Joseph I. McMullen, veteran 
officer in the judge advocate gen- 
eral’s office, tonight was convicted of 
accepting compensation illegally from 
a private firm.

fficials of the Cuban-American 
Manganese Corporation testified dur- 
ing the four-day trial that their firm 
had paid McMullen $1,000 for his aid 
in defeating a proposed tax on manga- 
nese imports in April, 1932. He ac- 
cepted an additional $500 as his re- 
tainer for May and June, they said.’ 

McMullen admitted accepting the 
firm’s check for $1,500 but said that 
the sum was intended for “retainer 
for future services” and that no part 
of the money was for work against 
the tax measure. 

“My services in April, 1932, were 
performed without compensation and 
aa expectation of any,” he testi- 
ied. 

Under cross-examination, McMullen 
conceded he did not actually perform 
any services for the manganese cor- 
poration at any later date. 

McMullen was tried under Section 
113, of the criminal code, which pro- 
hibits’ government officers from ac- 
cepting compensation from a private 
firm, in relation to matters in which 
the United States is interested, the 
maximum penalty is two years im- 
prisonment, a $10,000 fine, and dis- 
qualification for further government 
service.

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Coffee is a beverage which is con- 
sumed by Americans with greater reg- 
ularity and in greater quantities than 
any other except plain drinking water. 
Yet, strangely enough in spite of the 
popularity of this drink, there are 
comparatively few housewives who 
have really mastered the art of con- 
sistently preparing good coffee. 

For perfect enjoyment there is noth- 
ing better than good coffee and noth- 
ing worse in the whole wide world 
than bad coffee. It has n recorded 
that grounds for divo have fre- 
quently been coffee grounds so it be- 
hooves housewives to master the art 
of making this universal beverage. 

The old-fashioned recipe for making 
coffee called for “one heaping table- 
spoon of coffee for each cup and one 
heaping tablespoonful for the pot.” 
But let us ask you to explain, what 
is a heaping tablespoonful? 

Investigation Conducted. 


To find the answer to this question, 
a leading. woman’s magazine recently 
conducted an investigation among 100 
women. Each woman was asked to 
measure 10 heaping tablespoonfuls of 
coffee. Each tablespoonful was ac- 
curately weighed and the results were 
amazing. There were variations as 
great as 100 per cent. In some cases 
two heaping tablespoonfuls measured 
by the same person showed a differ- 
ence of 60 per cent. In other words, 
coffee made by that person one morn- 
ning might be twice as strong or two- 
thirds stronger than it was the morn- 
ing before. 

Another serious error often made 
by careless housewives is the use of 
an ordinary serving cup to measure 
the amount of water needed for the 
pot of coffee. If you have more than 
one set of china in your home, here 
is an experiment you can -zonduct 
yourself. Fill the cup with water and 
then pour the contents into a stand- 
ard measuring cup and see for your- 
self the difference in capacity of dif- 
ferent cups. 

Remember also when you use a 
china cup to measure water that you 
have no guide line to follow and it 
is very improbable that you will be 
able to fill the cup with the same 
amount each time. 

Carelessness to Blame. 


Considering that measurements dif- 
fer as greatly as this, is it any wonder 
that coffee is a variable brew? Let’s 
not blame a good coffee making de- 
vice or a good brand of coffee for 
our carelessness in measuring the nec- 
essary ingredients. 


There is only one way to be sure 
that coffee will be of the same 
strength each time you make it, and 
that is to use standard measuring 
cups and spoons. You wouldn’t think 
of using ordinary tablespoons and 
china cups to measure the ingredients 
for a cake. Then surely they should 
never be used in making coffee, the 
true flavor of which may easily be 
spoiled. 

If you wish to win the praise,and 
admiration of your family and friends 
as being one who knows the secret of 
being able to consistently prepare good 
coffee, then keep these few simple 
points in mind. First of all the coffee 
you use must be fresh, if you expect it 
to have a full, delicious flavor. To 
keep coffee fresh while being used, it 
is advisable to store in a glass con- 
tainer that has a tight fitting screw 
cap. Secondly, use only standard meas- 
uring cups and spoons in order to in- 
sure consistently accurate amounts of 
both coffee and water. Finally, make 
your coffee in an approved coffee mak- 
ing device. 

Everyone’s taste for coffee is not 
the same, some prefer it strong, others 
weak. Different brands and grades of 
coffee will also affect the quality and 
flavor of the finished brew. Two level 
measuring tablespoonfuls of coffee to 
each level measuring cupful of water 
is, however, the approved recipe to 
follow no matter what type of coffee 
making device you use. These propor- 
tions may, of course, be varied to suit 
your own individual taste. 

Honey Used to Sweeten Coffee. 
Honey is one of the oldest foods 
known. In fact, it is reported that a 
jar of honey placed in the tomb of 
one of Egypt’s great queens some 3,300 
years ago was found recently, still liq- 
uid and fragrant after all those 
weighty years. Honey is not only a de- 
licious food, it is also a healthful 
one. 

Child specialists stress its virtues 
in children’s diets, because honey needs 
practically no digestion. The flavor 
of howcy is due to the aromatic sub- 
stances found in the nectar of flowers. 

Incidentally, if you wish to expe- 
rience a new thrill in your morning, 
aftérnoon or evening coffee try adding 
a bit of pure honey. 

The next time you serve coffee 
when you entertain, include a jar or 
pitcher of honey along with the cream 
and sugar and give’ your guests an op- 
portunity to try this new and delight- 
ful use for honey. 

Coffee Adds Delicious Flavor. 

If you have been associating cof- 
fee’s smooth delicious taste and aroma 
only with the morning cup and the 
perfect dinner climax, you may enjoy 
experimenting with coffee as a flavor 
in cakes, candy, custards, icing and 
fillings. 

Coffee as a flavor lends itself to 
many combinations and is particular- 
ly delightful in gelatin desserts. One 
thing to remember, however, is using 
coffee in the flavoring of recipes; 
do not boil the coffee in an ef- 
fort to concentrate it or make it 
stronger for flavoring. This will give 
nothing more than a rancid liquid 
which will spoil your recipe. 

The correct procedure to follow if 
you wish to get a truly delicious 
coffee flavor, is to use an extra 
amount of ground coffee when brew- 
ing it for this purpose, and, of course, 
be sure it is fresh. 

Here is a delicious recipe in which 
coffee, gelatin and cottage cheese are 
combined to make an appetizing and 
attractive dessert: 

Coffee Cottage Dessert. 

Two cups strong black coffee, 2 ta- 
blespoons plain gelatin, 1-2 cup cold 
water, 1 cup boiling water, 1-4 cup 
sugar. Individual molds of any de- 
sired shape. 

Dissolve the gelatin in cold water. 
Add boiling water, sugar and coffee. 
Pour into molds that have been rinsed 
in cold water and not dried. Chill 
until set, unmold and serve surround- 
ed with cottage cheese. Chopped nut 
meats and maraschino cherries or dates 
may be added to the gelatin if desired. 
Serves six. 

Another delicious dessert may be 
prepared from the coffee gelatin by 
heating it slightly and adding 1-2 
pint of whipping cream that has been 
whipped. This mixture may be served 
at once or placed in molds to shape 
before serving. Add fruit and chop- 
ped nuts, if desired. Serves eight. 

Iced Tea Delicious. 

One cupful of strong green tea, hot; 
1 tablespoonful of finely-chopped 
spearmint, 1-2 cupful of sugar syrup, 
1-4 cupful of lemon juice, strained ; 
1-2 cupful of orange juice, strained. 

Mix the above ingredients together 
and chill in the refrigerator. When 
ready to serve, add 1 pint of ginger 
ale, 1 pint of loganberry juice, nt 
carbonated water. 

Mix thoroughly and pour into gen- 
erously iced tall glasses.

Bank Officials at Boston, 
Philadelphia and Dallas 
Will Continue. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(/)— 
The Federal Reserve Board tonight 
extended for the rest of the year the 
tenure of three cheirmen of federal 
reserve banks, originally slated to end 
tomorrow. 

The announcement said that “at the 
request of the board of governors ot 
the federal reserve system,” F. 
Curtiss, of Boston; R. L. Austin, of 
Philadelphia, and C. C. Walsh, of Dal- 
las, who were designated as chairmen 
and federal reserve agents until April 
30, 1936, will remain in their posts 
until the end of current year. 

The three will serve on an honorary 
basis in accordance with the procedure 
initiated by the board on March 10. 

The board also announced that J. 
H. Case, chairman of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York, whose term 
expired today, preferred to sever his 
official connection with the bank in 
order to return to private business, 
his resignation was accepted by the 
board. 

Existing chairmen were renamed at 
the end of last year for two-month 
terms in order that the new reserve 
board, which went into office March 
1, might name a chairman of their 
own selection. 

S. Wood,° previously chairman 
and federal reserve agent at St. Louis, 
has been elected vice president of a 
bank, thus creating a vacancy in the 
chairmanship there, effective May 1. 

Vacancies also remain to be filled at 
New York, San Francisco and Ohi- 
cago.

The enthusiastic approval given 
by the National Council of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs

MAY DAY. 

The first day of May, known as 
May Day, reminds us of an ancient 
ritual among the Germanic and Latin 
peoples, religious in origin, which has 
been adapted in widely varying forms 
in many nations, partaking in laten 
years of a distinctly secular celebra- 
tion. One of the earliest traces of the 
tradition is found in the rites offered 
the Roman goddess, Maia. A later 
record attributes the origin of the day 
to the celebration of the Roman Flo- 
ralia, instituted in Rome in the year 
238 B. C., on which occasion the peo- 
ple were assembled to pray for the 
return of ample harvests with which 
to feed the empire. 

‘They went into the forests and 
brought branches of green trees which 
they planted in the streets as emblems 
of what they trusted would be a year 
of growth and fertility. Subsequently 
they extended the celebration to in- 
clude festivities of extravagant pro- 
portions, and as the custom spread 
into England we see the adoption of 
tne white hawthorn tree as the em- 
blem of May Day, from which de- 
veloped the idea of the Maypole 
dance, etc. In Scotland and in Ire- 
land the first day of May received the 
name Beltane. In Russia it is called 
Khorovod, one of the many institu- 
tions destroyed by the soviet regime. 
In India it is called Holi. 

In America we have adopted the 
idea in a limited way, celebrating in 
many schools and colleges May Vay 
with the Maypole dance, the crown- 
ing of the May Day queen, and simi- 
lar incidents of festivity. In every 
land the day has been somewhat as- 
sociated with the idea of returning life 
as the prophecy of growth and harvest. 

Lifted to its finer implications, May 
Day is a wholesome conception, Ca- 
pable of splendid ends. These days of 
the early spring speak their blessed 
messages of inward urge and of ulti- 
mate meaning for all life. The up- 
ward surge of the cells in the tender 
stems of growing plants reveal the 
endless life of God’s universe—a uni- 
verse which has meaning, and that 
meaning is good. He hath made ail 
things beautiful, and He has made 
man in His own image, calling upon 
him to have dominion over all other 
created life. Paul foresees the day 
when we may all come to the “unity 
of the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature of the 
fullness of Christ.”

Since a child of twelve, writes a 
woman of 26, I have had trouble with 
my feet, called hammer toe. At times 
my feet pain me dreadfully. Recently 
I have learned that they sometimes 
operate for such a condition, but op- 
eration rarely proves satisfactory aud 
is very expensive. Naturally, if I have 
a chance, [ would like to have it done 
while still young and in good health. 

The deformity known as hammer 
toe usually affects the second toe and 
is caused by wearing shoes that are 
too small, either too short or too nar- 
row or both. The toe becomes flexed 
at the first inter-phalangeal joint so 
that this joint stands up promingptly 
above the plane of the other toes, and 
the summit develops a painful corn 
from pressure and friction of the joint 
against the shoe leather. 

Sometimes the difficulty may be 
corrected by discarding the funny 
shoes and wearing shoes built to fit 
the feet when shoes must be worn. 
Of course the ideal prevention or 
treatment would be to go barefoot. 
In addition to that, the application 
of adhesive plaster strips to the affect- 
ed toe and the toes on either side 
of it, in such a manner as to straight- 
en out the toe and retain it in as 
nearly its correct position as may be 
comfortable, will complete the. cure. 
Of course this takes time, months, and 
the adhesive tape must be carefully 
removed and reapplied each week. 

In cases where the deformity is of 
longer standing and the flexion more 
rigid, it is necessary to divide the 
contracted soft tissues under the toe 
through a puncture wound (subcuta- 
neous tenotomy) and to straighten the 
toe and retain it in proper position 
with a suitable splint for about two 
weeks. This operation may be done 
painlessly (under local anesthesia) 
and bloodlessly, and need not inter- 
rupt the patient’s ordinary activities. 

n long neglected cases of hammer 
toe it may be necessary to resect or 
remove part-of the affected joint and 
then to retain the toe in a straight 
position until ankylosis or bony union 
takes place. This is a more formidable 
operation and requires general anes- 
thesia and two weeks or more in hos- 
pital. In all respects it is comparable 
with the operation usually fone for 


the radical cure of long neglected 


bunion. 

In the old days there may have been 
some little excuse for wearing freak 
shoes. There is no good excuse for 
doing so today, because all shoe 
manufacturers who hope to get a fair 
share of business offer footwear that 
does not entail punishment for the 
feet. If you don’t know how to select 
such footwear, send a stamped enve- 
lope bearing your address, and ask 
for monograph on Care of the Feet.

Answer—Yes. The effect of such 
dope in any case is comparable with 
tapping yourself on the head with a 
mallet. You don’t feel the ache, worry, 
fatigue, anxiety or depression so much 
for a while. The acetanilide in the 
dope not only benumbs sensation, but 
destroys red corpuscles, interferes with 
the oxygen-carrying function of the 
blood, weakens the heart and impairs 
any natural resilience or recuperative 
power the victim may still have. Al- 
though the nostrum has a name sug- 
gesting other and less harmful drugs, 
it is chiefly the acetanilide in it that 
produces the effects, and the Food and 
Drugs Bureau of the trick U. 8S. gov- 
ernment knows that perfectly well, 
yet permits the dangerous dope to be 
sold indiscriminately and under fraud- 
ulent claims of “harmlessness.” The 
government boys have to live, I sup- 
pose. To any one who may be in the 
habit of using such quick “cold cures” 
(many of them available, all having 
acetanilide or phenacetin as the kick 
—otherwise called phenylacetamide or 
acetphenetidin) I would suggest, as 
the lesser evil, aspirin. Aspirin is no 
cure for anything but I think a less 
dangerous dope for ache, pain or dis- 
tress, if you must resort to dope. Per- 
sonally, I’d rather worry along with- 
out such dope, unless the suffering 
becomes quite unbearable.

KING FUAD IS BURIED 
WHILE EGYPT MOURNS 


Seven Sacrificial Bulls Are 
Slaughtered in Ancient 
Funeral Rites. 


CAIRO, Egypt, April 30.—(>)— 
King Fuad I was buried today after 
picturesque ceremonies in a tomb i-. 
a mosque the late monarch himself 
built over the grave of his mother. 

Wailing increased as the cortege 
reached the mosque, where it halted 
while seven sacrificial bulls were 
slaughtered in fulfillment of a burial 
rite dating from the Pharoahs. ‘The 
meat went to the poor. 

Fifty women in black set up a 


piercing funeral chant as the coffin 
was carried in the mosque, -facing 
across the Nile toward the Sahara 
desert. It was lowered in the tomb 
while bearded patriarchs chanted from 
the Koran. 

Fuad’s heir and successor, his only 
son, Farouk, was not present. The 
new 16-year-old king is en route from 
London. 


A huge crowd jammed both sides 
of Cairo streets as the body of the 
king was borne from the palace to the 
royal mosque. The coffin was drawn 
by six black horses and escorted by 
cavalry and infantry detachments. 

Diplomats, Egyptian princes and 
government officials walked in the 
procession. 

In Alexandria, 10,000 persons held 
a memorial parade and in accordance 
with custom, all lights, even of auto- 
mobiles and street cars, were turned 
on in daylight. 

Fuad, who was 68, died Tuesday.

SENATE VOTES TO BAN 
PRICE DISCRIMINATION 


Both Granting and Accept- 
ance Declared Illegal in 
Robinson Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—(?)— 
The senate today passed by a voice 
vote the Robinson bill making the 
granting or acceptance of price dis- 
criminations unlawful. 

The measure was passed after Sen 
ator Vandenberg, republican, Michi- 
gan, succeeded on a second attempt in 
having the scope of the bill limited 
to merchandising. This action elimi- 
nated industrial production from the 
measure’s prohibitions. 

_ Shortly before the final vote the 
senate adopted an amendment offered 
by Senator Copeland, democrat, New 
ork, making the acceptance of price 
discriminations unlawful. As origin- 
ally drafted the measure applied sole- 
ly to the granting of discriminations. 

Another amendment, offered by 
Senator King, democrat, Utah, exempt- 
ed the mineral industry from the pro- 
visions of the bill. 

Chief provisions of the bill are: 

1A prohibition against price dis- 
criminations between purchasers of 
commodities of like grade and quality 

2. Suppression of pseudo advertis-’ 
ing allowances. 

8. A ban against fake brokerage or 
commissions. 

4. Allocation of power to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission to limit quan- 
tity discounts in certain instances. 

Congressional leaders said- the plan 
was for the house to substitute a new 
bill for the Robinson bill in the form 
of an amendment and then turn the 
entire legislation over to senate-house 
conference.

FORECAST BY SMITH 


Senate Committee Concludes 
Investigation of 
Trading. 


WASHINGTON, April 30.—~— 
Legislation to change regulations gov- 
erning cotton futures markets was 


forecast today by Chairman Smith, 
democrat, South Carolina, as the sen- 
ate agriculture committee concluded 
its cotton trading investigation. 

Smith said the investigation indi- 
cated new legislation was necessary, 
and recommendations probably would 
be submitted next week for incorpora- 
tion in the commodities exchange bill 
now before the committee. 

He did not reveal the nature of the 
recommendations contemplated. Elimi- 
nation of southern delivery, by which 
cotton bought under New York Cotton 
Exchange futures contracts may be de- 
livered at certain designated southern 
points, and restriction of trading oper- 
ations have been suggested. 

W. L. Clayton, of Houston, Texas, 
who favored retention of southern de- 
livery in the contracts, and Arthur 
R. Marsh, of New York, former ex- 
change head, opposing it, were wit- 
nesses during the final day of hear- 
ings which extended over a three- 
month period. 

Smith said the facts gathered in the 
hearings were “the most complete in 
reference to the great cotton market- 
ing places that have been gathered at 
any time under any circumstances.” 

“They form a prolific basis,” he de- 
clared, “from which congress can and 
should enact legislation as will bring 
about a condition in the market that 
will preclude the re-enactment of 
those things that have resulted in a 
destruction of faith in these market- 
ing places and have rendered the pro- 
ducers of cotton the victims of a 
chaotie condition. 

“That legislation will be enacted is 
a certainty.” 

On the stand today during the final 
hearings, Clayton, head of Anderson, 
Clayton & Company, Houston, cotton 
merchandising house which handles 
annually about 13 per cent of the crop, 
branded as “a wild, irresponsible 
charge by an irresponsible man” testi- 
mony by Louis Brooks, New York 
broker, that call sale transactions of 
the Houston firm, in effect violated 
bucketing laws. 

Later Brooks denied he was “irre- 
sponsible” and reiterated his assertion 
that call sales practices of the com- 
pany came under “the category of 
bucketing law violations.” 

Marsh also charged operations of 
Clayton’s company were outside the 
law, especially in the year 1928-29. 

“Any operation tending to produce 
an abnormal price relation between 
futures months is unlawful,” he ésaid. 

The investigation was launched 
more than a year ago to determine 
the canse of the cotton market break 
of March 11, 1935. Subsequently the 
inquiry was broadened to take in cot- 
ton trading in general. 

Clayton was the central witness 
during the hearings. Others included 
John H. McFadden, of the Philadel-

rs. 

Two alumni members submitted a 
sharply worded minority report. 

The committee was in unanimous 
agreement on all other conclusions of 
the full report.

_1—-Ultimate dissolution of all na- 
tional fraternity affiliations at Dart- 
mouth. 

_2—Appointment of a fraternity ad- 
viser to direct local chapters. 

3—Solicitation of alumni opinion 
through the alumni council. 

4— olicitation of undergraduate 
opinion as President Hopkins may 
devise. 

5—If indictment seems convincing, 
aboltion of national affiliations on a 
common date. 

Besides maintaining that existing 
national affiliations be retained, the 
minority report suggested appointment 
of a “fraternity supervisor as an of- 
ficer of the college; constant contact 
between the supervisor and the chap- 
ters, alumni corporations and nation- 
al officers; attendance at interfra- 
ternity council meetings by the super- 
visor; power of recommending fra- 
ternity improvements to be vested in 
the supervisor; repeated failure by 
a fraternity to follow recommenda- 
tions shall result in such action as 
ll Hopkins may deem wise and fit- 

All but one of the 25 fraternities 
at Dartmouth has national affilia- 
tions, 

The majority report said Dartmouth 
fraternities should not be abolished 
entirely but should sever ties with the 
national group and function on a “lo- 
cal chapter” basis. 

In indicting national fraternity con- 
nections, it said “the evidence seems 
conclusive that the system of nation- 
al affiliations of fraternities at Dart- 
mouth College has failed to a very 
considerable degree both in accomplish- 
ing the ends stated in the fraternity 
chapters and in providing the best 
possible social units at Dartmouth.” 

The dissenting report said that in 
the event national affiliations were 
severed, great difficulties would arise 
in connection with finances and alum- 
ni relations.

Debra Birhan is one of Ethiopia’s 
largest grain centers. It lies at the 
southern end of a rich plain, separated 
from Addis Ababa by high mountains 
representing the last chance for de- 
fense. 

Red Cross reports as to the where- 
abouts of the Italians caused the gov- 
ernment to quit the capital immedi- 
ately and leave the city in the hands 
of the local municipal administration. 

Imperial government officials ar- 
ranged to depart forthwith for an un- 
known destination. They expected the 
vanguard of the Italian army to reach 
Addis Ababa Sunday or Monday. Ex- 
act whereabouts of the emperor were 
not known, but it was believed he 
was in the hills behind the capital 
and keeping constant contact with his 
representatives here. 

The British Red Cross was based 
on Debra Birhan. It retreated before 
the advancing Italians, abandoning 
trucks and considerable equipment 
when exhausted runners brought news 
that a motorized column of Italian 
nationale had camped 10 miles from 
the city after taking the strategic 
Shula Meda pass without resistance. 

The Italians, runners said, are ad- 
vancing over roads hastily repaired 
after dynamite explosions set by the 
Ethiopians last week in an attempt 
to hold off the «invaders. 


The Debra Birhan plain favored the 
Italian advance, but observers here 
were at a loss to understand failure 
of the Ethiopians to defend Shula 
Meda pass. 

Thousands in Addis Ababa went to 
their churches and prayed for heavy 
rains to come and delay the Italian 
advance as long as possible. Storm 
clouds were gathering in the north, 
but the Italians were reported con- 
tinuing to advance.

“Under this broad declaration,” said 
Ohief MacDonald, “the State High- 
way Board conceivably might desig- 
nate any member of the staff of the 
Highway Department, regardless. of 
how subordinate his position might be, 
as the proper person to receive fed- 
eral payments. As already shown, the 
federal statute, above quoted, requires 
that the designated payee shall an 
official or depository authorized by the 
laws of the state to receive publie 
funds of the state so the designation 
of the payee by the State Highway 
Department is only one of the elements 
necessary to make the payee such a 
one as the federal highway act speci- 


fies. 

“We, therefore, cannot accept the 
view the State Highway Depart- 
ment may designate the State High- 
way Board or any member of its staff 
to receive federal funds and thus en- 
dow such body or person with author- 
ity to receive public funds of the state 
when no such grant of authority can 
be found in the statute of the state.” 

-Decision Cited. 

The opinion of the assistant attor- 
ney general referred to had cited the 
decision of the case of Tounsel vs. 
State Highway Department of Geor- 
gia, 180 Ga. 113 to 117; 178 S. E. 
285 to 289, in support of his finding. 

Mr. McDonald said that, according 
to legal experts in the Federal Roads 
Bureau this action, however, did not 
involve the authority of the State 
Highway Board to receive public 
funds of the state. He quoted from 
the same decision as follows: . .. 
“The State Highway Department has 
no powers and no functions except 
those expressly authorized by the etate. 
It can obtain no funds, nor can it dis- 
buree any funds, except as expressly 
authorized by the state.” 

“For the reasons given,” declared 
Mr. McDonald, “it is our view the 
granting of your request that the State 
Highway Board be substituted for the 
state treasurer to receive payments 
of federal aid road funds is not au- 
thorized by the laws of the state of 
Georgia, and, therefore, not permissi- 
ble under the federal aid road legis- 
lation. Under these circumstances, I 
must advise you it will not be pos- 
sible to comply with your request.’ 

Lengthy Letter.

4 CHANGES MADE 
IN HIGHWAY BILL 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—(>)— 
A favorable report on the Hayden- 
Cartwright bill authorizing $244,000,- 
000 for federal road building in co- 
operation with the states in 1938, and 
a like amount for 1939, was placed 
before the senate today by Senator 
Hayden, democrat, Arizona. 

The committee on post roads made 
only four major changes in the bill 
as passed by the house. 

It increased from $10,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 the appropriation for for- 
est highways; added $10,000,000 for 
national parkways; struck out a pro- 
vision for a section of rural roads, and 
set up a requirement that no money 
can be expended under the federal aid 
program unless safety devices are in- 
stalled at every grade crossing. 

Hayden filed the report with a re- 
quest for early passage, so that state 
legislatures meeting early next year 
might make provision for participa- 
tion in the construction program. 

The bill as reported authorizes the 
following appropriations: 

Regular federal aid $125,000,000: 
forest highways, roads and trails 
$20,000,000 ; nontaxable public land 
highways $2,500,000; national park 
roads and trails $6,500,000; national 
parkways $10,000,000: Indian reserva- 
tion roads $4,000,000; secondary or 
feeder roads $25,000,000; elimination 
of grade crossings $50,000,000.

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Eleanor’s Rhubarb Conserve Is Almost as Good as Nancy’s. 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


isleanor purchased some raubarb, 
when rhe went to market. After she’ 
reached home she looked at the long| 
ungainly stalks. “Now what on earth 
did I get this for? I dcn’t know what 
to do with it. Nancy told me to get 
some to make conserve. But what 


3 she expect me to 
follow? Hang it all. I'ma dunce, 
just a plain dunce. Wait until I call 
her up and get some help.” 

Nancy listened to the plea for help. 
“IT knew after I had told you about, 
the conserves that I should have writ- 
ten down the recipes for you. I never 
remember a recipe myself and I don't 
know w'y I should expect anyone else 
to dv it. If you-have a pencil handy 
I'll give you the ingredients and the 
method. All right I'll wait until you 
get your pencil. Now, ready! For 
the conserve I suggest this recipe. 
“One quart rhubarb washed but not 
peeled. Cut off the stem .and leafy 
ends then cut the stalks into small 
pieces. Slice two lemons and two 
oranges. These are not peeled, just 
washed. Later the seeds are taken 
our. 

Add one pound raisins cut in small 
pieces and one pound of washed cur- 
rants. Weigh the fruits, add an equal 
quantity of sugar and cook until the 
mixture is as thick as jelly. Add one 
pound ground English walnut meats. 
Pour into clean jars and top with 
paraffin. 

A second recipe calls for oranges 
and rhubarb. For four pounds of pie 
plant, cut in small pieces, add the 
juice of four oranges and the grated 
rind of one. Add three pounds of sug- 
ar and cook until the mixture is thick. 
Pour into clean hot jars. A thin layer 
of melted paraffin is poured on while 
Next day a 
second layer of melted paraffin is 
added. 

The third recipe e¢alls for rhubarb 
cooked and then drained. The juice 
is all that is used in this jelly. To 
it is added an equa] amount of sugar 
and lemon juice in the proportion of 
one lemon to every quart of rhubarb 
juice. Cook until it gives the jelly 
test. Then put in clean glasses. In 


cooking rhubarb for this jelly you may 


have to add just a slight amount of 
water at the start.
